This élaiﬁ against the Government of Cuba, under Title V
of th’é International: Claims Seftlément Act of 19k9, é.s '
amended, was presented by SAMUEL R, MOZES ‘aind JANINE 8. MOZES
and 18 based upon the asserted loss susta.lned in connection with
the ownership of & participation 1nterest in the Cuban Venezuelsan
0il Voting Trust. Claimants have been nationals of the United States
's,i‘nce thelr raspectiﬁré naturalizations prior to November 23, .1959.

As is fully set forth in the original decision involving

the Cuban Venezuelan 0il Voting Trust (See Claim of Felix Heymaﬁ,
Cléim No. CU-O41l2 which is hére‘by incorporated herein and made a
part .thérébf by reference), this type of -cia,im for loss of a stock
ownership is compensable under the conditions and facts set forth

On the basis of the evidence of record, the Commission finds that
clsiment SAMUET, R. MOZES and his father Mendel M. Mozes, a nabional of
the United States since his naturalization in 1948, jointly owned 100
units of participation in the Cuban Venezuelan 0il Vobting Trust (here-
after referred to as the "Trust"). Claimant SAMUEL R, MOZES and his
father geduired the parbleipation units in guestion prior to November 23,
1959. Mendel M. Mozes died on March 3, 1966, and the joint account be=
came the sole properbty of clailmant SAMUEL R. MOZES. Subsequently, the
partlcipabion units were transferred to the joint account of SAMUEL R.
MOZES and JANINE S. MOZES. The participation units in question are
represented by Certificate No. NYH367L.

On the basis of evidence of record, in the instant case the Comw
mission finds that claimants are, and since prior to November 23, 1959,
have been the owners of 100 units of partielpation in the Cuban Venezyelan
01l Vobing Trust and have suffeved.a loss in the amount of $11.97 within
the meaning of Title V of the Act, when the properties owned or conbrolled
by bhe Trusht were nabionalized or otherwige taken by the Govermment of
Cuba on November 23, 1959.

The Commlseion also concludes that the amount of logs gustained
shall be increased by inberest bthereon at the rate of 6% per annum from
November 23, 1959, the date of loss, to the date on which provisions are

made for the settlement thereof. (See Heyman, supra).
